invasion of Porto 
Miles says: 


The situation in the neighborhood 


of San Juan presents some resem- 
blances to that at Santiago, but not 
many. 
H is assumed by men familiar 


with" the- coast of the island that a 
landing will be made between the 
city of San Juan and the cape of the 
same name, which forms the eastern 
extremity of the island. The landing 
itself wifl probably be effected 
with- 


out much loss, as the Spanish com- 
mandant has scarcely enough troops 
to cover the stretch of :iO miles, and 
he will not know just where the point 
of approach is to be. 
After landing 


the troops will find before them a 
stretch of rough country entangled' 
with dense tropical growths without 
any satisfactory roads. 
Hence at the 


beginning the operations will 
re- 


semble those before Santiago. There 
may be diflieulties in getting forward 
the artillery, ambuscades by sharp- 
shooters, and exhausting 
toil 
in 


tropical heat and 
rain. 
But our 


forces expect confidently to overcome 
such 
clilliculties. 
Experiences 
at 


Santiago have taught them not to 
fear such obstacles. 


Having got over the first portion of 


their route, upon approaching San 
Juan, a somewhat more 
cultivated 


country, with better roads, will be 
encountered. 
The colonial govern- 


ment, contrary to Spanish precedent, 
has clone womcwhat towards con- 
structing decent highways in Porto 
Rico. 
One of these roads", after leav- 


ing the narrow stretch of land upon 
which San Juan is situated, 
directs 


its course towards the interior of the 
island. When our troops have reached 
this road progress toward San Juan 
will be inpcded no longer by the 
natural difficulties, but by the degree 
of skill and of bravery which the 
Spanish commandant will bring to 
the defense of his capital. 
Leaving 


aside the assistance winch our navy 
may be able to give it is one of the 
commonplaces of warfare that a neck 
of land or a causeway may often be 
successfully defended by a"very small 
force against a much ' greater one. 
The 
Spaniards, too, have usually 


fought well on the defensive. 


But just here is where the navy 


will be able to assist materially. The 
entrance to the harbor of San Juan is 
not so uarrow and difficult as that of 
Santiago, and it will be recalled that 
Admiral Sampson svas able in June to 
bombard the defenses while searching 
for the fleet of Cervera. 
What has 


been done once can be done again. 
Our vessels may enter the harbor and 
come in reverse upon the Spanish line 
of defense against Miles. Against 
such a combined attack resistance 
will be unavailing. 


Another point is 
worth noting. 


Prevented from leaving San Juan on 
the land side, owing to the position 
of General Miles, Spanish troops will 
be unable to escape over the bay. 
owing to the position of our 
fleet.

Dear Sir:—I am in receipt of your 


letter of the 16th iust. enclosing'cer- 
tificate of facts as 
to 
reminders 


granted to various persons in the 
July settlement of liquor traffic, and 
in reply beg to say that it istheopin- 
ion of this department that when a 
dealer quits business by moving away, 
closing up, or selling out, it is within 
the meaning of the law a discontin- 
uance of the business, and that the 
first party, the seller, if such it be, 
should pay into the county treasury 
at least fifty dollars and the second 
party, the purchaser of the saloon, 
should list under the Dow law the 
clay he took possession of .the place of 
business, to the end of the Dow law 
year. 


With reference to the provisions cf 


1SSH-5: 
The 
construction placed 


thereon by the department is that 
the amount to be retained 
in the 


county treasury shall be fifty dollars. ' 
Note the language, "and whenever 
any person, corporation or co-part- 
nership engaged in such business, 
who has been assessed as aforesaid, 
and who has paid or is charged upon 
the tax duplicate with 
the 
full 


amount of the assessmet, discontinue 
such business, the county auditor, 
upon 
being satisfied of that fact, 


shall issue to such person, corporation 
or co-partnership a refunding order 
for a proportionate amount of said as- 
sessment, except that it, 'the assess- 
ment,' shall be in no case less than 
rifty dollars." In this opinion the at- 
torney general occurs. 


Any business commenced after the 


27th day of April, 1899. the assess- 
ment will be 825 to the end of the 
Dow year.

Washington, July 27.—By a 


direct appeal to President Mc- 
Kinley the Spanish government 
has sued for peace.' 


The proposition was formally sub- 


mitted to the president by the French 
ambassador, M. Jules Cambon, who 


• had received instructions from the for- 


eien office at Paris to deliver to the 
United States government the tender 


0{ peace formulated by the Spanish 


ministry. 


At the conclusion of the conference 


between the president and the French 
ambassador the following official state- 
ment was issued from 
the Whito 


House: 


"The French ambassador, on behalf 


ol the government of Spain and by di- 


call lasted halt ah hour,'and "after 


the first formalities had been executed 
by M. Cambon the talk became general 
and Quite informal, the president, the 
ambassador and the secretary of state 
discussing the outlook for a conclu- 
sion of hostilities. 


The proposition submitted by the 


ambassador for the Spanish govern- 
ment was quite general in terms, and 
was confined to the one esentlal point 
of an earnest plea that negotiations 
be opened for the purpose of terminat- 
ing the war and arriving at terms of 
peace. 


No Terms Suggested. 


The communication of the Spanish 


government did not suggest any spe- 
cific terms of peace, nor was any ref- 
erence made to Cuba, the Philippines, 
Porto Rico or other Spanish posses- 
sions. 


The evident purpose of the Madrid 


authorities was first to learn whether 
the United States would treat on the 
subject of peace, and after that to take 
up such terms aa the two parties might 
suggest. 


Neither was there any suggestion 


from the Spanish government that an 
armistice be established pending the 
peace negotiations. It seemed natural 
If formal p&ace negotiations be enteret 
upon that, pending their conclusion, a 
cessation of hostilities would occur. 


When the president will submit the 


Spanish proposition to the cabinet has 
not yet been announced. The call o 
the ambassador was two hours after 
the cabinet meeting had closed, and 
thers will not be another regular cab- 
inet meeting until Friday. 


Thus far there Is no official warrant 


for saying what terms Spain will pro- 
pose, or what terms the United States 
will offer or accept. 
So far as this 


country is concerned, it is the general 
Impression that the complete Spanish 
evacuation ofCuta and Porto Rico will 
be insisted upon as a "sine qua non." 


There is not the same certainty as to 


the Philippines, Ladrones and Caro- 
lines, although the belief is growing 
that the terms o£ the United States 
will include coaling stations in these 
groups. 


On the part of Spain, it is believed 


lhat she now has reached such a reali- 
zation of her-misfortune that she will 
readily consent to terms for the evac- 
uation of Cuba and 
probably Porto 


Rico. 


The Spanish 


has gone forever from Cuba and Porto 
Rico. 


The question of the future of the 


Philippine islands is universally ad- 
mitted as presenting grave difficulties, 
owing to the impossibility of granting 
ndependence. The general opinion is 
that the United States will retain a 
coaling station and have a reversion in 
the islands.

It was 
as follows: 


On the Battlefield Before Santiago, 


Cuba, July 4th, 180S.—Dear Father: 
—Having a few minutes to myself I 
take pleasure in dropping you a few 
lines to let you know that I ;iru still 
alive. 
We have had a hard time out 


here lighting, having been engaged 
in a continuous battle I'rora the first 
of July until the third. 
We made 


them (the Spanish) run up a flag of 
truce and of course we are happy. 


We lost about fcur hundred killed 


and about the 
-T.iie number 
in 


wounded. I am still alive and safe, 
though I wonder now how I overlived 
through the battle. It was awful, 
and it is fearfully hot here. 


I think the Spaniards have got 


enougb of it now. My company was 
badly used up in the first day's fight- 
ing. 
We had about thirty-five men 


killed and wounded. Now, Pa, I 
must quit and skirmish around for 
something to cat.
